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SCHWAB REJECTS PEACE PLANS 


President Burns of Window Glass Workers* Union 


Will Present Another Proposal for Arbi- 


tration—Strike Situation. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 29-Simon 


Burns, who arrived here today, an- 
nounced that his plan for settling the 
steel strike by arbitration has been 
rejected by President Schwab, of the 
United States steel corporation. 


Bums,, who is president of L. A, 


3002, National Organization of Win- 
dow Glass Workers, and also the head 
of the Knights of Labor, declared 
that another proposition will be sub- 
mitted 
tomorrow 
to 
President 


Schwab. 
He explained that his first 


plan of arbitration, which was made 
public last night, was submitted to 
President Schwab on August 21, but 
that he received no reply to it until 
yesterday, when Mr. Schwab's secre- 
tary telephoned him from New York 
that his chief would not consider the 
proposition. 
"I submitted my plan 


to Mr. Schwab merely as a sugges- 
tion." said Mr. Burns, "and if there 
is anything in it objectionable to the 
trust officials, it 
can be modified. 


When I return to Pitt^burg tomorrow 
I shall take the matter up again with 
Mr. Schwab in the hope of making 
some kind of an arrangement where- 
by the strike questions can be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. 
I think a 


start toward a 
settlement of the 


strike should be made somewhere, as 
it is hurting business. 


"If it is true, as Mi\ Schwab says, 


that there is nothing to arbitrate, I 
cannot see where his side will be in- 
jured by submitting to arbitration. 
It might be different, of course, if 
the matter was submitted to inter- 


ested parties, but that was not the 
plan. 


**I think President Shaffer, of the 


Amalgamated association, has acted 
fairly in agreeing to submit his side 
of the trouble to arbitration." 


Mr. Burns further expressed the 


belief that the entire matter, as far 
as the corporation is concerned, has 
been left in the hands of President 
Schwab, and that it will depend on 
him whether or not the strike shall 
be settled by arbitration.

Other labor organizations are 


also not incorporated, presumably 
for the same reason; The only labor 
organization that I know to be in- 
corporated is that of the'Knights of 
Labor. This body, I believe, was in- 
corporated 
under a special 
act of 


congress. 
Personally, I can see no 


objection to the incorporation of the 
Amalgamated association, but such a 
step could "be authorized only by the 
annual convention of the 
organiza- 


tion. The officials of the association 
have no power in the matter." 


SOON TO PAY BENEFITS. 


After next Monday the Amalga- 


mated association will begin the dis- 
bursement of strike benefits to such 
as are still out of employment. The 
rate is S4 a week. 


The sheet and hoop workers will 


have been out nine weeks by the end 
of August, the tin workers seven 
weeks and the Federal and National 
steel employes and tube workers 
three weeks. 


The question of strike benefits for 


employes of the National Tube com- 
pany who are members of the Amal- 
gamated association has just been 
the subject of discussion. These men 
are nearly all members of certain 
trades unions affiliated with the Fed- 
eration of Labor and it appears went 
out in sympathy with the Amalga- 
mated strikers without the formality 
provided by the federation constitu- 
tion. 
For this reason no benefits 


could be paid them by their own or- 
ganization. 
Several meetings of 


tube workers have been held recently 
to consider the question and commit- 
tees were appointed to ascertain their 
standing with the Amalgamated as- 
sociation. It is understood that the 
strikers' officials assured them that 
they would not be overlooked in the 
hour of need.

We believe thete is noth- 


ing for which the people more cheer- 
fully bear taxation thin for main- 
tenance and improvemenc of the 
parks and the amount expended on 
the parks of this city of fifty thous- 
and pecple looks niggardly. 


INCREASING LONGEVITY, 


A peculiarly gratifying feature ol 


the census 
returns is that 
which 


shows the decreasing death rate. All 
things considered, a lowering ^of the 
death rate is a thing very much more 
to be desired than an increasing rate 
of births, because the death rate may 
fairly be taken as a barometer of 
sanitary conditions and the degree of 
physical 
comfort 
which 
prevails 


among civilized peoples. 


During the last ten years there was, 


according to the figures given, a de- 
cline of nearly ten per cent, in the 
death rate. 
This means 
that the 


deaths per thousand were one and 
eight-tenths less than they were ten 
years ago. But the decrease is much 
greater than that in cities, where it 
amounts to two and four-tenths per 
thousand inhabitants. 
The gain in 


cities is perfectly natural. It is easy 
to see that in the rural districts there 
has been less improvement in sanita- 
tion and less actual need of such im- 
provement. There is, of course, need 
of it everywhere, but the occasion for 
it is especially urgent where large 
numbers of people are crowded to- 
gether in cities and where bad sewer- 
age and poor ventilation are the pro- 
lific causes of disease and death. 
A 


lower birth rate may be due to causes 
in no way connected with the physi- 
cal strength and virility of the race, 
but a diminished death rate indicates 
that the conditions under which peo- 
ple are living are growing better™ 
that sanitation is being improved and 
that tho 
science of medicine and 


surgery is making distinct advances. 
All of this is very encouraging. 


But the mere reduction of the death 


rate per thousand is not so striking 
to the ordinary mind as is the in- 
crease 
of long^evty. 
In 1890 
the 


average age at death was given at 
thirty-one and one-tenth years, while 
in 1900 it had risen to thirty-five and 
two-tenths—an increase of more than 
four years, or nearly one-eighth of 
the former age. In explanation of 
this it is said that, while there has 
been an increase in the number of 
deaths occurring generally at ad- 
vanced ages, there lias been a marked 
falling off in the deaths 
from dis- 


eases that are most frequent among 
the young. 
This in itself 
would 


make for a higher average of longev- 
ity, for it is the deaths among the 
very young children that bring down 
the average. After a child has passed 
beyond the infantile stag<; its chances 
of living are very greatly improved. 


This lowering death rate is not a 


change that is peculiar to the United 


i States. 
The same thing has been 


noted in England and doubtless a 
similar condition prevails in all of 
the more highly civilized countries. 
The old aphorism that "each genera- 
tion grows weaker and wiser5' is, at 
this time, very far from stating the 
truth, for the increasing wisdom of 
the human race is now being in good 
part directed to the devising of means 
for the strengthening of the race, so 
that its wisdom and its strength are 
advancing together—which is as it 
should be.

The department of law asked for

OLD FORT WAYNE COMPANY 


IS BEVIVED BY INDIANAPOLIS 


INSURANCE MEN. 


Secure the Charter Granted to Hon. 


Hugh McCulloch by Leg- 


islature in 1850. 


Two Indianapolis insurance men, 


M. V. McGilliard and E. H. Dark, 
have revived the old Fort Wayne In- 
surance company, which went to the 
wall while owned oy Chicago parties 
in 1899. 
They have changed the 


name to the Equitable Insurance 
Company of Indiana and are solicit* 
ing what is known among insurance 
men as "surplus lines.1' 


The charter of the old Port "WV.yns 


company, which has been secured by 
Messrs. McGilliard and Bark, was 
granted by the Indiana state legis- 
lature in 1850 for a term of 100 
years. It was written by Hon. Hugh 
McCulloch, afterwards secretary o£ 
the treasury, and is much broader 
and more comprehensive in its scope 
than any which have been granted 
for thirty years. It permits the com* 
pany to engage not only in insurance, 
but in railroading* 
steamboatinij, 


banking and other lines, and is re* 
garded as a most valuable asset. 


For nearly forty years after its 


passage the charter lay unused. It 
was then secured by Messrs, T). C* 
Fisher, J. B. White, John Jacobs and 
perhaps others here, and- the Fort 
Wayne Insurance company was or- 
ganized. Later the company passed 
into the control of Chicago parties, 
and though it apparently had large 
funds, the company failed in 1899, 
and the policyholders realized but 
little. 
There were but few stock- 


holders in Fort Wayne at that time. 
Messrs McGilliard and Dark were 
originally Indianapolis agents of the 
old company, and are said to be good 
insurance men. 


FAIK TO HAVE GIANT GLOBE. 


St Louis, Aug. 29.—One of the pri- 


mary attractions of the St. Louis 
world's fair will be a marvelous 
aerial globe 700 feet high from stone 
base to roof. 
Beside it the 
Eiffol 


tower and the Ferris wheel are crude 
engineering feats. 
The big globe 


will be constructed by a company 
headed by C. F. Blanke, with a cap- 
ital of $1,500,000. At a height of 
110 feet will be a spacious roof gar- 
den about 1,000 feet in circumfer- 
ence. This will contain two restaur- 
ants and two theaters. 
At an alti- 


tude of 295 feet will be located a 
high coliseum with walks around 
the globe, giving a complete view of 
the grounds. Below will be seen two 
regular circus rings and a race track. 
Underneath the seats will be a 
menagerie viewed from the circular 
walk. The grand music hall will be 
420 feet up, with numerous novel 
musical attractions. 
At 450 feet 


will be the aerial palm garden. 
A 


complete view of the grounds may bs 
had from here. Six hundred feet up 
will be the observation tower, where 
the weather bureau and searchlight 
display will be located. Above this 
will be the wheelhouse for the six- 
teen huge elevators capable of carry- 
ing sixty persons each winch will 
carry the crowds through the big 
sphere.

President Burns of Window Glass Workers' Union 


Will Present Another Proposal for Arbi- 


tration—Strike Situation. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 29-Simon 


Burns, who arrived here today, an- 
nounced that his plnu for settling the 
steel strike by arbitration has been 
rejected by President Schwab, of the 
United States steel corporation. 


Burns,, who is president of L. A. 


3002, National Organization of Win- 
dow Glass Workers, and also the head 
of the Knights of Labor, declared 
that another proposition -will be sub- 
mitted 
tomorrow 
to 
President 


Schwab. 
He explained that his first 


plan of arbitration, which, was made 
public last night, was submitted to 
President Schwab on August 21, but 
that lie received no reply to it until 
yesterday, -when Mr. Schwab's secre- 
tary telephoned him from New York 
that his chief would not consider the 
proposition. 
"1 submitted my plan 


to Mr. Schwab merely as a sugges- 
tion," said Mr. Burns, "and if there 
is anything in it objectionable to the 
trust officials, it 
can be modified. 


When I return to PittsTjurg tomorrow 
I shall take the matter up again -with 
Mr. Schwab in the hope of making- 
some kind of rm arrangement where- 
by the strike questions can be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. 
• I think a 


st.irt toward 
a 
settlement of the 


strike should be made somewhere, as 
it is hurting business. 


"If it is true, as Mr. Schwab says, 


that there is nothing to arbitrate, I 
cannot see where his side will be in- 
jured by submitting1 to arbitration. 
It might be different, of course, if 
the matter was submitted to inter- 


ested parties, but that was not the 
plan. 


'•I think President Shaffer, of the 


Amalgamated association, has acted 
fairly in agreeing- to submit his side 
of the trouble to ai'bitration."

belief that the entire matter, as far

IT IS AN ANNIVERSARY. 


Company D was organized by Cap- 


C. E. Briant,- afterwards colonel of 
the Eigh'ty-elffhth Indiana. It left 
Camp Allen at Fort Wayne in Au- 
gust,' 1802, and was mustered Inta 


the United States service at Indian 
apolis August 29, 1862—just thirty- 
nine years ago today. 


After Captain Briaut's appointment 


as colonel of tho regiment, the cap- 
taincy of company D fell upon Capt 
Scott Swann> who. was unable.to'be 
present today on account of enforced 
absence from the city. He is in the 
east on business, but sent his.regrets 
to his old comrades.

It was in the serv- 
ice from August 29, 1862, to Juno 7, 
I860, and among the engagements in 
which it participated were those of 
Perreyville, Stone River, Chicka- 
maugua, the Atlanta campaign and 
Bentonville, N. C,, completing its 
service by marching in the grand 
final review at "Washington.

VAST PROSPECT

AND INDUSTRY. 


THE PEOPLE WILL DEVELOP 


WILL NEED LARGE ARMY FOR 


MANY YEARS. 


San Francisco, Aug. 29.—Congress- 


man Hull, of Iowa, chairman of the 
house committee on military affairs, 


•ho has arrived here on the trans- 


port Hancock from a five months' 
tour of China, Japan and the Philip- 
pines, is deeply impressed with the 
possibilities of tlie new American 
possessions in the Orient. 
He says: 


[If I were a young man I don't 


know where I should rather go than 
to tho Philippines. 
For a man of 


brains and industry the islands open 
a vast prospect in almost every line 
of business for one who has the grit 
Lo go there and stick to it. 


The mineral, agricultural and tim- 


ber resources of those islands consti- 
tute a field for commercial enterprise 
that is .practically unlimited. 
Of 


course, tho present conditions' of 
brigandage make it exceedingly un- 
safe for the people to settle in the 
stands away from the protection of 
tho military posts. 
But the people, 


or the great majority, desire peace 
,ud safety, and are doing all they 
can to help the troops attain this 
end. 


Of course, it is impossible to make 


an Anglo-Saxon, out of an oriental. 
Therefore, the Filipino probably nev- 
er will be an American citizen in the 
broad senses that it is understood by 
all that term conveys to the man 
born in the United States of white 
parents. 
'But ns.soon as he gets r. 


sufficient education and becomes a 
little more 
impregnated with our 


ideas and loses his prejudices ac- 
quired (by 300 years' association with 
the Spaniard the Filipino .will be a 
citizen in spirit, patriotism, industry 
and -education, and will bo worthy of 
participating to the dullest extent in 
all the [benefits of this government 


:0f course, we shall have to gov- 


ern them -with firmness as well as 
with kindness. 
I think 40,000 sol- 


diers should 'be kept there for some 
years to come."

f births, because the death rate may 
airly be taken as a barometer of 
unitary conditions and the degree of 
hysical 
comfort 
which 
prevails 


mnng civilized peoples. 
During1 the last ten years there was. 
ccording to the figures given, a de- 


liiie. of nearly ten per cent, in the 
e.iili rate. 
This means 
that the 


eaths per thousand were one and 
ght-tenths less than they were ten 
ears ag-o. But the decrease is much 
reater than that in cities, where i 
mounts to two and four-tenths pei 
housand inhabitants.

ities is perfectly natural. It is easy

ity, for it is the deaths among the 
very young children that briny down 


After n child has passed 
beyond the infantile stags its chances 


of living are very greatly improved. 


This lowering- death rate is not a 


change that is peculiar to the United 


j States. 
The same thing1 has been 


noted in England and doubtless a 
similar condition prevails in all of 
the more highly civilized countries. 
The old aphorism that "each genera- 
tion grows weaker and wiser" is, at 
this time, very far from stating- the 
truth, for the increasing -wisdom of 
the human race is now being- in good 
part directed to the devising of means 
for the strengthening o£ the race, so 
that its wisdom and its strength are 
advancing together—which is as it 
should be.

Company of Indiana and are solicit 
ing- what Is known among insurance 
men as "surplus lines." 


The charter of the old Tort Wnyii-: 


company, "which has "been secured by 
Messrs. McGilliard and Dark, was 
granted by the Indiana state legis- 
lature in 1850 for a term of 
TOO 


years. It was written by Hon. Hugl: 
McCulloch, afterwards • secretary o: 
the treasury, and is much, broadei 
and more comprehensive in its scope 
than any which have been grantee 
for thirty years. It permits the com- 
pany to engage not only in insurance, 
but in railroading, 
steamboatin^; 


banking and other lines, and is rf- 
g-arded as a most valuable asset. 


For nearly forty years after its 


passage tlie charter lay unused. II 


as then secured by Messrs. "D. G. 


Fisher, J". B. White, John Jacobs and 
perhaps others here, and- the Port 
Way lie Insurance company WCIB or- 
ganized.
